A fte r he had fired three bullets 
from a 44-'Calibre revolver into the 
é 
womanN body and head, killing 
^ her almost instantly, Hays turned 
the weapon upon himself and, pull­ 
ing 
the 
trigger, 
sent 
a 
bullet 
througli 
his own head. 
He fell 
dead at the feet of his victim. 
The tragedy was enacted at the 
rooming 1 house 
of 
Mrs. 
Ella 
Rhodes, 
710 
East 
Sixth street. 
Hays, wlio 
was intoxicated, had 
followed 
Airs. 
Smith 
from 
the 
house of Airs. Rhoda Brown, her 
mother-in-law, at 12 West Fourth 
street.to Airs. Rhodes’ liou^^'e. Airs. 
Smith was sitting on 
the 
front 
porch talking to Airs. Rhodes when 
Hays approaclied. 
A s he mounted 
the 
steps leading 
to 
the 
porch, 
ji 
H ays showed that he was drunk 
and Airs. Smith fled into the house, 
because he had threatened violence 
unless she married him. 
‘ T ’ ve gpt to see W illie,” he said 
to Airs. Rhodes. 
‘ ‘S h e ’s afraid vou are armed and 
mean to hurt her,” replied Airs. 
Rhodes. 
Hays removed his coat and liand- 
ed it to Airs. Roach to search. She 
found no weapon and stepped into 
the hall, calling Airs. vSmith from 
a rear room. 
Hays followed. 
U p­ 
on being ’ assured that Hays had 
no weapon, Airs. Smith emerged 
into the hall. 
Hays grasped one 
o f her liands. 
“ W ill you marry me tomorrow 
or the next day.^” asked Hays of 
Mrs. Smith. 
Upon her reply that she would 
not, Hays asked, “ W ill you never 
marry m e?” 
“ No, Tom, 
I 
can’t ,” 
replied 
Airs. 
Smith. 
vShe 
had 
scarcely 
^ 'litte r e d 
the 
words 
when 
Hays 
pulled a revolver from his trousers’ 
pocket and shot Airs. Smith in the 
bodv. 
W ith a scream she turned 
and ran back into the room. 
Airs. 
Rhodes 
ran 
screaming upstairs. 
H ays followed the wounded Smith 
woman to a room at the rear of the 
one she had entered and ignoring 
her cries for mercy, shot her twice 
in the head. 
The second shot was 
fired after the woman liad fallen to 
the floor. 
W ithout an instant’s hesitation 
Hays then turned the weapon to 
his right témple and shot himself. 
A little son of Airs. Rhodes was in 
the room during the shooting, but 
escaped injury. 
Officers Adam s and AlcXamara, 
who had heard the shots from a 
street corner, rushed to the house. 
T h e v found Hays and the woman 
both stone dead. They stood guard 
until the coroner arrived and had 
the bodies removed to Countee’s 


morgue 
at 
Twelfth 
street 
and 
Troost avenue. 
Hays was 26 x ears old, and came 
here ten years ago from Sedalia. 
where his parents live. One broth­ 
er, Range Hays, is a piorler in a sa­ 
loon on I ndejiendeiice avenue. Hays 
had been employed for the past two 
years as porter for Dr. \W F. Iiien, 
ex-police 
surgeon,

ward Dr. I lien's oifice. 
Later he 
heard, wiiile

Airs. 
Sm ith’s brother in Alitcliell's bar­ 
ber shop on Independence avenue, 
tliat Hays had rt turned down town 
and 
was creating a disturbance. 
IJe intended to hunt him up and 
start him home again, hut the news 
of the shooting reached him before I 
he put his resolution into elTect. 
Airs. Smith was 22 years old and 
tile widow of Otis jRmitii, who was 
killed on an Eighteenth street cable 
car several years ago liv tlie grip- 
man. 
A little son survives her.
